Dear Mr. Hunt,

Please be informed that the Department’ s attempt to circumscribe the Commission’ s authority, and
restrict the timing and scope of its investigation into the New Black Panther Party matter, is
unacceptable.

The proposed limitations and conditions contained in your letter of November 12 simply represent
the Department’ s latest effort to create the appearance of cooperation, while refusing to provide
critical information to the Commission. As you are aware, the Commission has received firsthand
testimony indicating that the race-neutral enforcement of the nation’s laws is opposed by many
within the Civil Rights Division. Instead of directly addressing these alegations, the Department
has instead focused on delaying and smothering the Commission’ s investigation.

The materia evidence received by the Commission has been developed despite the Department’ s
active opposition. But for the courage of two witnesses who testified over the objections of the
Department, the attempts to stonewall the Commission might have succeeded. Asit is, since the
testimony of whistleblowers Christopher Coates and J. Christian Adams, press reports have
provided additional indications that open hostility exists within the Civil Rights Division to the
race-neutral enforcement of civil rights.
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From a Washington Post article of October 22, 2010:

Three Justice Department lawyers, speaking on the condition of
anonymity because they feared retaliation from their supervisors,
described the same tensions, among career lawyers as well as political
appointees. Employees who worked on the [Ike] Brown were harassed by
colleagues, they said, and some department lawyers anonymously went on
legal blogs “absolutely tearing anybody who was involved in that case,
said one lawyer.”

“There are career people who fedl strongly that it is not the voting
section’ s job to protect white voters,” the lawyer said. “ The environment
isthat you better toe the line of traditional civil rights ideas or you better
keep quiet about it, because you will not advance, you will not receive
awards and you will be ostracized.” (emphasis added).

It is disheartening that the Department opposes efforts to investigate such allegations and instead
has devoted its resources to “ spin control” and attempting to create a facade of cooperation. Such
efforts are neither effective nor productive.

Absent further word from the Department, the Commission expects that all relevant documents will
be produced” and that the depositions of Department officials Loretta King, Steve Rosenbaum, Julie
Fernandes, and Sam Hirsch will take place on the dates scheduled, without pre-condition or other
limitation. After the testimony is received, the Commission will decide whether to include the
acquired information in its pending interim report or in some other format. As you may have noted,
the Commission’ s investigation has extended beyond Fiscal Y ear 2010, an action taken due to the
Department’ s lack of cooperation. The investigation has no set date of expiration.

Thank you for your anticipated cooperation.
